'troubled place’ 

Police investigating suspicious inner-city death 


Police still 
looking for 
escaped con 

prisoner A man convicted 
in the death of his land¬ 
lord is still on the loose af¬ 
ter he walked away from 
an Edmonton minimum- 
security prison Friday 
night. 

James Wrigley, 39, was 
reported missing from the 
30-bed Grierson Centre 
near 95 Street and 101 Av¬ 
enue, said the Correction¬ 
al Service of Canada, 
adding that they are work¬ 
ing with police to find 
him. 

Wrigley was serving 
time since 1994 for 
second-degree murder in 
the strangling death of his 
66-year-old Calgary 
landlord. 

Wrigley is described as 
five-foot-six and 180 
pounds, with a fair com¬ 
plexion, green eyes and 
brown hair.

Leaders key to 
climate crisis

Investigators are trying to 
figure out if a man who 
was found dead between 
two walk-in apartments 
near 115 Street and 107 Av¬ 
enue early yesterday morn¬ 
ing was a victim of foul 
play. 

Detectives expect to have 
some of those questions an¬ 
swered as soon as a medical 
examiner completes an au¬ 
topsy scheduled for later 
this week, said police 


spokesman Jeff Wuite. 

A man who appeared to 
be in his 30s was found 
dead by a step near the side 
door of the apartment 
building around 6 a.m. 

“Certain aspects of the 
crime scene were suspi¬ 
cious, and homicide investi¬ 
gators were called in,” said 
Wuite. 

The man’s body, covered 
in a red tarp, wasn’t re¬ 
moved from the scene until 
later in the afternoon. 
Garbage, including a plastic 
grocery bag, was seen lying 
near his body. 


Yellow evidence markers 
littered the area surround¬ 
ing the scene, and police 
combed the inside of the 
apartment building and a 
stairwell inside the front 
door of the building along 
107 Avenue. 

As police continued to 
sift through the halls dur¬ 
ing their investigation, resi¬ 
dents inside the apartment 
building were told to stay 
inside. Police also blocked 
off both entrances into the 
building. 

“The doors are always 
getting busted and some¬ 


one keeps on breaking the 
locks,” said Bill Alger, who 
has lived in the building for 
five years. 

“We always find home¬ 
less people sleeping in the 
halls all the time.” 

Alger said the apartment 
building is always a trou¬ 
bled place to live in, with 
police being called in once 
a week. He’s also called po¬ 
lice a number of times. 

Wuite says police don’t 
have any suspects in cus¬ 
tody and detectives have 
yet to identify the de¬ 
ceased.

cash. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
and councillors will begin 
deliberations into the city’s 
budget that administration 
says is the most chal¬ 
lenging yet because of the 
world economic downturn. 

Administration originally 
considered hiking property 
taxes into double-digit fig¬ 
ures, but a plan from Man- 
del suggests taxes can only 
go up as high as 3.75 per 
cent. 

Proposed adjustments 
will keep the tax increase 
in line with the expected 
rate of inflation under the 
mayor’s plan. 

Mandel says getting rid of 
inefficient city vehicles and 
cutting down on unneces- 
saiy travel would trim the 
fat. 

Mandel says his plan will 
also change the way the 
city raises money for neigh¬ 
bourhood upgrades, with a 
reduced levy backing a loan 
plan to pay for repairs over 
many years. 

A report going to council 
today from administration 
will rebuke Mandel’s tax 
plan, however.

Century-old 
diner revived 
on Jasper

face li ft A piece of Jasper Av¬ 
enue nostalgia has tipped its 
hat to a new millennium, 
and while it bears a shiny 
new exterior, the heart of 
The Hat still beats with the 
unmistakable rhythm of the 
city’s downtown. 

The Silk Hat, a landmark 
Edmonton diner, opened its 
doors in 1912 and shut 
post-Y2K. Though a number 
of would-be owners tried to 
revive it, none have been 
successful. 

When Joelene Edden took 
to task opening the Jasper 
Avenue fixture, she took a 
bold approach. 

The Hat Resto Pub (10251 
Jasper Avenue) is a made- 
over Silk Hat for an evolv¬ 
ing Edmonton. 

While many originals, 
like the floors and signage 
still remain, the Manhat- 
tan-style pub has brought in 
a sophisticated, ffom- 
scratch burger menu, and a 
darker, modem decor. 

“It’s been opened so 
many times as the Silk Hat 
and so many people have 
failed,” Edden said. “We 
wanted to take something 
old and make it new — and 
make something that 
works.” 
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Laced cocaine 
creating concern

Those that only hit up the 
white stuff once in a while 
might want to go off the 
rails, or risk a deadly infec¬ 
tion. 

Cocaine laced with a 
chemical used to treat in¬ 
testinal worms is circulat¬ 
ing around the Capital Re¬ 
gion, and has 
sent seven 
people to 
hospital with 
immune sys¬ 
tems so rav¬ 
aged that 
common in¬ 
fections be¬ 
come deadly 
and incur¬ 
able by the 
body’s own 
means. 

“The white blood cells 
have been knocked back 
by the chemical in the 
drug,” said Alberta Health 
and Wellness spokesman 
John Tuckwell. “People are 
coming into emergency 
with infections they just 
can’t beat.” 

The chemical, lev- 
amisole, was found in the 
blood taken from the im¬ 
mune-system deficient, 
and not found in a sample 
of the tainted coke, Tuck¬ 


well said. 

The condition, called 
agranulocytosis, has been 
common in habitual users, 
but can be easily picked up 
by occasional users. 

Shane, a 29-year-old 
club-only drug user, says 
that while he’s aware of 
the risk, his predictable 
momentary lapse in judge¬ 
ment and concern is what 
scares him the most. 

“I mean, 
even if I get it 
from some¬ 
one that I 
trust, they 
don’t know 
what the hell 
is in it. It 
could be any¬ 
thing, like rat 
poison,” he 
said with a 
laugh. “Does 
that stop me? Oddly, not.” 

What’s even greater 
cause for concern, the 
young legal professional 
said, is that people in his 
middle-upper social class 
mentally predispose 
“dirty” blow to the street- 
user level, and feel that 
money and class make 
them impervious to inher¬ 
ent low-level junkie risks. 

“No matter who, ulti¬ 
mately if they continue us¬ 
ing the drug, that’ll be bad 
news,” Tuckwell said.

Homemade booze kills 12 in Iran 

Twelve people in southern Iran have died after drinking homemade liquor and 
dozens more have been blinded or are in a serious condition, health workers in the 
Islamic republic said in remarks published yesterday. Alcohol is banned in the Islamic 
country, which has enforced Islamic sharia law since its 1979 Islamic revolution. “Out 
of 92 who were poisoned from drinking homemade alcohol and hospitalized, 12 peo¬ 
ple died,” said Farshid Abedi, head of Hormuzgan medical school. reuters 


'We must stand together' 

Zardari pleads with India not to punish Pakistan

Pakistan President Asif Ali 
Zardari has appealed to In¬ 
dia not to punish his coun¬ 
try for last week’s attacks 
in Mumbai, saying 
militants have the power 
to precipitate a war in the 
region, the Financial Times 
reported early today. 

Zardari, whose wife, Be¬ 
nazir Bhutto, was assassinat¬ 
ed by Islamist militants last 
year, warned that provoca¬ 
tion by rogue “non-state ac¬ 
tors” posed the danger of a 
return to war between the 
nuclear-armed neighbours. 

“Even if the militants are 
linked to Lashlcar-e-Taiba, 
who do you think we are 
fighting?” asked Zardari in 
an interview with the Fi¬ 
nancial Times. 

“We live in troubled times 
where non-state actors have 
taken us to war before, 
whether it is the case of 
those who perpetrated (the) 
9-11 (attacks on the United 
States) or contributed to the 
escalation of the situation in 
Iraq,” said Zardari. 

“Now, events in Mumbai 
tell us that there are ongo¬ 
ing efforts to carry out copy¬ 
cat attacks by militants. We 
must all stand together to 


fight out this menace.” 

Analysts say the Mumbai 
assaults by Islamist mili¬ 
tants, which killed nearly 
200 people, bore the hall¬ 
marks of Lashlcar-e-Taiba, a 
Pakistan-based group blam¬ 
ed for previous attacks in 
India. 


Indian officials have said 
most, perhaps all, of the 10 
attackers who held Mumbai 
hostage with frenzied at¬ 
tacks using assault rifles 
and grenades came from 
Pakistan, a Muslim nation 
carved out of Hindu-majori- 
ty India in 1947. 


The fallout from the 
three-day rampage in Mum¬ 
bai, India’s commercial cen¬ 
tre, has threatened to un¬ 
ravel India’s improving ties 
with Pakistan and prompt¬ 
ed the resignation of India’s 
security minister at the

safety Cellphone calls dis¬ 
tract drivers far more than 
even the chattiest passen¬ 
ger, causing drivers to fol¬ 
low too closely and miss 
exits, U.S. researchers re¬ 
ported. 

Using a hands-free device 
does not make things better 
and the researchers believe 
they know why — passen¬ 
gers act as a second set of 
eyes, shutting up or some¬ 
times even helping when 
they see the driver needs to 
make a manoeuvre. 

Lee Strayer of the Uni¬ 
versity of Utah and col¬ 
leagues have found that 
hands-free cellphones are 
just as distracting. They 
have demonstrated that 
chatting on a cellphone 
can slow the reaction 
times of young adult driv¬ 
ers to levels seen among 
senior citizens, and shown 
that drivers using mobile 
telephones are as impaired 
as drivers who are legally 
drunk. reuters

Pirates to free Ukrainian ship 


Somalia Pirates and own¬ 
ers of a Ukrainian ship car¬ 
rying 33 tanks and other 
military hardware have 
reached a deal to release 
the vessel, a Kenyan mar¬ 
itime official said yester- 
day. 

Gunmen captured the 
MV Faina on Sept. 24, with 
its cargo of T-72 tanks, 
grenade launchers and am¬ 


munition, and demanded 
$20 million US in ransom. 

“They have reached a 
deal but are still discussing 
the modalities of releasing 
the ship, crew and cargo,” 
said Andrew Mwangura of

time to pillage budget 


Wrong 



Budget crunch time at city 
hall means it’s time to final¬ 
ly see if councillors are ac¬ 
tually serious about giving 
transit the boost it de¬ 
serves. 

Unfortunately, there are 
already troubling signs that 
earlier pledges will pass 
transit riders up like the 
too-full buses resulting 
from under-funding. 

First, the transportation 
department pointed out 
that not opening the next 
phase of the South LRT as 
soon (not “on time,” since 
the project is late already) 


would allow for some 
numbers to move around 
the city budget. 

I hesitate to say “cost the 
city less,” since the cost to 
citizens of not opening the 
line don’t seem to show up 
anywhere. 

Not to mention that af¬ 
ter revising the $ 5-million 
estimate to $500,000, 
avoiding the continued 
shame alone is probably 
worth it to most people. 

Then, the mayor re¬ 
leased a plan to reduce the 
proposed tax increase. 

Hidden among what 
might turn out to be ques¬ 
tionable accounting is the 
suggestion that transit 
cough up another $5 mil¬ 
lion without reducing serv¬ 
ice or staff. 

While the idea sounds 
great in theory, I can’t help 
but wonder why we could¬ 
n’t have just done that last 


year, or the year before. 

The two price tags put 
together make roughly the 
cost of what was declared 
“inevitable” by council in 
January before they let it 
slip off the agenda: 24- 
hour transit. 

I’m not suggesting the 
LRT be put off or the tran¬ 
sit budget squeezed to do 
it, but if city hall can con¬ 
jure up $10 million in the 
transit budget with the 
flick of a magic pen, surely 
they can find the money 
for a desperately needed 
service. 

I understand the worries 
about an economic down¬ 
turn, but if there’s one 
thing Edmontonians will 
need more of, it’s effective 
and affordable public 
transportation. 

With even more people 
riding the bus, service will 
need to improve dramati¬ 


cally, and late-night service 
is a big deal for those con¬ 
sidering whether they’re 
going to be able to take a 
second minimum-wage 
job. 

The transit-growth strat¬ 
egy, along with draft city 
and transportation plans, 
provide the mandate to 
start to turn Edmonton 
transit around — now is 
exactly the wrong time to 
pillage from its budget. 

With other large de¬ 
mands unlikely to go away, 
the quality of transit will 
turn out to be the make-or- 
break item for the budgets 
that really matter: Those of 
lower-income Edmontoni¬ 
ans.

Deal for Yahoo's search not ruled out 


A report in the Sunday 
Times that Microsoft Corp. 
is in talks with Yahoo Inc. 
to buy the U.S. Internet 
company’s online search 
business for $20 billion US 
is "total fiction,” according 
to a key executive cited by 
an influential U.S. blog. 

The Sunday Times, 
which did not cite its 
sources, said the proposal 
under discussion involves 
a complex transaction that 
would see the U.S. soft¬ 
ware giant support a new 
management team to take 
control of Yahoo. 

The team would be led 
by ex-AOL Chairman and 
CEO Jonathan Miller and 
former Fox interactive me¬ 
dia president Ross Levin- 
sohn, the report said. 

But the AllThingsDigital 
blog, affiliated with the 
Wall Street Journal, quoted 
Levinsohn as saying the re-

port was “total fiction.” 
Top sources at Yahoo and 
Microsoft also scoffed at 
the report, the blog said. 

Yahoo spokesman Brad 
Williams said: “We don’t 
comment on rumours, and 
all this is is a rumour.” 

A Microsoft spokes¬ 
woman declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Microsoft withdrew its 
$47.5-billion US buyout of¬ 
fer for Yahoo in May after 
Yahoo Chief Executive Jer¬ 
ry Yang and his board re¬ 
jected the bid as too low. 

Bid speculation was 


sparked again earlier this 
month when Yang an¬ 
nounced he was stepping 
down. Microsoft CEO Steve 
Ballmer ruled a bid out at 
the time, but said he was 
“open” to talks on a deal 
for Yahoo’s search busi¬ 
ness. 

Activist investor Carl Ic¬ 
ahn — who sits on Yahoo’s 
board and increased his 
stake in the company to 
5.4 per cent last week — 
reiterated he favoured the 
sale of the search business, 
according to an interview 
in the Dec. 1 edition of Bar¬ 
ron’s. 

“Microsoft has said pub¬ 
licly that they are not in¬ 
terested in buying the 
whole company, and I be¬ 
lieve them. But they are in¬ 
terested in doing a deal on 
search, and we should pur¬ 
sue that,” Icahn was quot¬ 
ed by Barron’s. reuters

Teachers’ Pension Fund pay 
a $1.2-billion termination 
fee if the buyout of the com¬ 
pany fails to go through, as 
expected, a newspaper re¬ 
ported Saturday. 

Citing people familiar 
with the situation, the 
Globe and Mail said BCE is 
pushing to get Teachers, 
the lead suitor in the $34.8- 
billion buyout deal, to pay 
the huge fee should the 
tangled, two-year-old bid 
for the owner of Bell Cana¬ 
da fall apart before a Dec. 
11 deadline. 

The deal, the world’s 
largest leveraged buyout, is 
on the brink of collapse af¬ 
ter an opinion delivered by 
auditors that BCE would not 


pass a solvency test after 
taking on $32 billion more 
in debt as part of the financ¬ 
ing. A positive opinion on 
solvency is required for the 
deal to be completed. 

According to the agree¬ 
ment, Teachers must pay 
the fee, thought to be the 
largest of its kind, only if 
the pension fund’s actions 
cause the deal to founder, 
the Globe reported. That 
would mean that BCE 
must prove the fund gave 
the auditors, KPMG, in¬ 
complete or false informa¬ 
tion, according to legal ex¬ 
perts, the Globe said. 

Teachers strongly denies 
any wrongdoing but may 
decide to negotiate a settle¬ 
ment with BCE, sources 
told the Globe. reuters

Leadership crucial in coming years 


At least Barack Obama seems to have 
recognized that new ideas are needed to 
resolve the problems facing the world. 


ScienceMatters 


t’s an understatement to 
say that we are living in 
interesting times. The 
world seems to be un¬ 
dergoing a profound 
shift. On one hand, the 
looming environmental and 
economic crises are scaring 
many of us; on the other, 
events such as the election 
of the first African-American 
president in the U.S. are giv¬ 


ing people hope. 

We shouldn’t let unrealis¬ 
tic expectations set us up for 
disappointment, but at least 
Barack Obama seems to 
have recognized that new 
ideas are needed to resolve 
the problems facing the 
world, and to seize the op¬ 
portunities the crises pres¬ 
ent. 

In a speech to the Gover¬ 
nors’ Climate Change Sum¬ 
mit in Los Angeles on Nov. 
18, the U.S. president-elect 
referred to climate change 
as the most serious threat 
facing America and the 
world, and said, “My presi¬ 
dency will mark a new chap¬ 
ter in America’s leadership 
on climate change that will 
strengthen our security and 
create millions of new jobs 


in the process.” 

Although Obama’s pro¬ 
posed targets don’t go far 
enough to reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions, they 
are at least acknowledge¬ 
ment of the seriousness of 
the problem and represent a 
reversal of the Bush admin¬ 
istration’s attitude. His 
promise to implement a cap- 
and-trade system is a good 
step. Economists and scien¬ 
tists agree that putting a 
price on carbon emissions, 
through cap-and-trade and 
carbon taxes, is essential to 
combating catastrophic 


global warming. 

It’s a shame the top two 
contenders for leadership of 
the Liberal Party in Canada 
have stepped away from the 
idea of a carbon tax, blam¬ 
ing it for the party’s dismal 
showing in the October fed¬ 
eral election. Our governing 
party hasn’t demonstrated 
great leadership either. 
Along with the U.S., Canada 
has been a laggard among 
industrialized nations on cli¬ 
mate policy and action, and 
now it looks like we could 
soon be the worst of the di¬ 
nosaurs. 


But Obama won’t be 
sworn in until Jan. 20, and a 
lot is happening now. CEOs 
of the big three U.S. au¬ 
tomakers — Ford, Chrysler, 
and General Motors — re¬ 
cently flew to Washington 
in private jets to ask for a 
$25-billion US bailout from 
taxpayers. They’ve been told 
to come up with better 
plans, but those plans will 
be considered in early De¬ 
cember, before Obama 
takes the reins. Keep in 
mind that current U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush over¬ 
ruled California’s attempt to 
require stricter emissions 
standards for automobiles. 

Should we have sympathy 
for tree-market capitalists 
like GM vice-chair Bob Lutz, 
who claimed climate change 


is a “crock of...” and that hy¬ 
brid cars such as those made 
by Toyota “make no eco¬ 
nomic sense,” while his 
company continued to pro¬ 
duce gas-guzzlers? 

The U.S. and the world 
have a lot of catching up to 
do to forestall the cata¬ 
strophic consequences of 
our outmoded economic 
thinking. Let’s hope the new 
U.S. president is up to the 
challenge and that he helps 
set an example for all world 
leaders to follow.

January. 

“These are early days. We 
have to wait and see who 
(Obama) appoints to key 
positions. Who will be 
head of the EPA? Who will 
be the secretary of ener- 

gy?” 

Prentice said Canada is 
also waiting for specifics 
on a cap-and-trade system 
proposed by the Obama ad¬ 
ministration before deter¬ 
mining if it would work 
with planned Canadian 
regulation. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment recently said it also 
wanted to introduce such a 
system.

In that way, 
she’s like many other pro¬ 
fessional photographers. 

The big difference: In¬ 
stead of posing brides or 
wide-angling landscapes, 
she points her lens at burns, 
surgeries and abuse scars. 

As a medical photogra¬ 
pher with the University of 
Alberta Hospital for the last 
27 years, Marston, 57, uses 
her lens when anyone at 
the organization needs to 
preserve an image. 

“They page us and we 
ask: ‘When do you need us?’

and they say: ‘Now.’” She 
photographs wounds when 
the dressings are down for 
the patient’s chart and to 
track how it’s healing. She 
zooms in on the scars of 
child abuse and rape vic¬ 
tims.

search — this is a teaching 
hospital — often snapping 
shots in the middle of sur- 
geiy. She clicks her shutter 
at new medical equipment 
for the hospital’s records, 
and takes pictures of donors 
shaking hands with staff for 
the hospital’s foundation.

save money to study pho¬ 
tography at the Northern 
Alberta Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy. One day, she saw a guy 
going around the emer¬ 
gency room with a camera. 

“I thought to myself: Per¬ 
fect,” she recalls. She got 
her diploma and worked as 
a summer student at the 
University of Alberta Hospi¬ 
tal for two years, doing 
medical photography. 

After graduation, she set 
up a photography studio 
with her husband outside 
Edmonton and waited for a 


job at the hospital to come 
up. It finally did a few years 
later, in 1981, and she’s 
been there ever since, work¬ 
ing as part of a two-person 
crew. 

Most days she has a 
scheduled shoot or two, but 
has no idea in the morning 
what she’ll be photograph¬ 
ing that day. When her 
pager goes off, she dashes 
up to the ward in question 
because it’s at the right 
point in the surgery or a 
burn victim has just came 
in. Some, like the goiy gun¬ 
shot wounds or the dying 
premature babies, are hard 
emotionally. 

More often it’s technically 
tough. “When you’re shoot¬ 
ing deep into a cavity, you 
have to get the right angle 
without touching anything. 
And you’re standing on a 
stool and someone’s hang¬ 
ing onto your shirt so you 
don’t fall in.”

HAVE YOU DRIVEN A FORD LATE¬ 
LY? no, seriously. The immi¬ 
nent implosion of the U.S. 
car industry apparently 
hinges on a $25 billion US 
bailout they’ve requested 
from the government, and 
the way public opinion is 
blowing, giving it to them 
might go down in history 
with the Smoot-Hawley 
Tariff Act and prohibition 
as the most unpopular 
piece of legislation ever. 

(Don’t you just love say¬ 
ing Smoot-Hawley? I know 
I do. I try to work it into 
conversations at least once 
a week.)

Ford in particular has 
been a major sponsor of 
American Idol over seven 
seasons of the show, creat¬ 
ing bespoke commercials 
for the show and branding 
itself all over the show’s 
website. 

I wasn’t aware how 
much money the company 
had spent on their Idol 
partnership until I read an 
article last week in Broad¬ 
casting & Cable magazine 
on their dogged determi¬ 
nation to maintain the re¬ 
lationship despite wither¬ 
ing economic conditions. 

Last year’s Ford Idol cam¬ 
paign cost $78 million, a 
substantial chunk of the 
$328.5 million that’s been 
spent by the company 
since they became the 
show’s main sponsor. 

This year’s 
Idol 



campaign was focused on 
the unveiling of the 2009 
Ford Focus, a stolid and 
generally uninspiring bit 
of metal made to show 
that the company was seri¬ 
ous about improving 
mileage and seriously com¬ 
peting with Japan, though 
most industry observers 
say that it’s a bit late. 

Ford, maintaining their 
traditional role, is still 
number two in the ad-buy¬ 
ing hierarchy, spending 
$982.1 million on TV ad¬ 
vertising last year to GM’s 
$1.1 billion and Chiysler’s 
$750 million. 

Despite their commit¬ 
ment to Idol, Ford will 
probably join the other au¬ 
tomakers next year in cut¬ 
ting their budgets to make 
it look like they’re serious 
people who can be trusted 
with $25 billion of public 
money — stepping 
up the trim¬ 
ming of ad¬ 
vertising buy- 
ins, as well as 
other 

economies like 
replacing the sin¬ 
gle malt and cham-

pagne on the corporate jet 
with Red Bull and juice 
packs.

of the winner’s prize pack¬ 
age has been replaced by a 
George Foreman Grill.

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Fresh Trout with 
Walnut Dressing 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tsp (10 mL) vegetable oil 
4 trout fillets, about 6oz (170 
g)each 

1/4 tsp (1 mL) paprika 
10 walnut halves 
4 1/2 oz (125 g) arugula, water¬ 
cress or mixed salad leaves 

DRESSING: 

2 scallions 

A few sprigs of fresh dill or cel¬ 
ery leaves 

2 tbsp (25 mL) spiced rice vine¬ 
gar or sherry vinegar 
6 tbsp (90 mL) walnut oil 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to high. For 
dressing, rinse, trim and fine¬ 
ly chop scallions, and place in 
a small bowl. Rinse, dry and 
chop dill or celery leaves and 
add to bowl with vinegar, wal¬ 
nut oil, salt and pepper. Mix 
well and set aside. 

2. Grease grill pan with half 


the vegetable oil and lay trout 
fillets on top, skin sides 
down. Season with salt and 
paprika. Grill fish for 5-8 
minutes, on one side, until 
flesh is opaque in the centre 
and delicately brown at the 
edges. 

3. While fillets are cooking, 
heat remaining vegetable oil 
in a small frying pan and gen¬ 
tly fry walnuts, shaking and 
stirring constantly so that 
they colour but do not burn. 
Drain on paper towel, then 
chop roughly. 

4. Rinse and dry salad leaves 
and arrange on four plates. 
Lay a fillet of trout on each. 
Stir dressing, spoon over the 
fish, and scatter walnuts on 
top. SERVES 4
